wish for a moment to contemplate. 
"O ur highway problems are a m at­ 
ter of the utmost moment both in the 
m atter of 
transporting 
people and 
m aterials from one part of our great 
Commonwealth to another. I feel con­ 
fident that I can look any man in this 
audience squarely in the face and un­ 
blushingly say that we now have bet­ 
ter roads in Pennsylvania than 
we 
ever had before. 
" I see no reason why we cannot con­ 
tinue this work until we have a dust­ 
less and durably surfaced road from 
every county 
town to 
every other 
county town in the State and that 
without an unreasonable burden 
of 
taxation. 
"W e believe that it is a great thing 
for us to go out among the people of 
our Commonwealth, to meet them, and 
to talk with them about m atters 
so 
that we can outline a general program 
of legislation, meeting 
their 
wants 
and their needs in this way. To talk 
ov« r these things brings us right into 
touch with every one and our State 
is well represented in this gathering. 
"T h ere are more State officials in 
Gettysburg to-day than there are in 
Harrisburg and, if we wanted to, we 


could summon a meeting in 
which 
every department would be represent­ 
ed arui we could go right on with our 
work. 
" l f we all work together, feeling 
that we have bac k of us the co-opera­ 
tion of the* good people of our State, 
we can built] up an efficient form of 
righteous government 
of 
which we 
may all be proud. 
We ask this co­ 
operation of you. 
" I t has been good to be in

Philadelphia, Sept. 2b.—The Bremen 
lh* second (torwau merchant subma­ 
rine, frequently leported on its way to 
thi* country from Germany, has beeu 
raptured by the Br’tia*1, aud now ta 
held a prisoner in Falmouth harbor, 
according to Dr. R. Tait MtKeoiic, 
physical director of the University of 
Pennsylvania, who return* d to tills 
city, after earring all summer as a 
major in the medical corps of the Brit­ 
ton army. 
British officials refuse to admit the 
Capture of the Bremen, Dr. McKenzie 
added, but the general public is con­ 
vinced of the truth of the reports now 
currant in every part of England. The 
Bremen had been reported capture! 
several times before. 
Dr. McKenzie reached New York on 
the American 
Line steamship New 
York. 
The English people first learned of 
the capture of the Bremen, said Dr 
McKenzie, by the despatch 
to 
Fal 
mouth of several diamond appraisers, 
whose mtasion, It was learned later, 
was to appraise the $25,000,000 worth 
of diamonds which the submarine car­ 
ried. 
The consignment consisted of a 
great variety of cut aud uncut atones. 
it was reported, destined for seveial 
of the large 
diamond 
and 
Jewelry 
firma in this country. 
Dr. McKenzie 
did not see the Bremen, he says, nor 
did he know of any one who had seen 
her. so strict was the gusrd placed 
about her hiding place in the harbor 
r f Falmouth. 
It was his duty ss a major in the 
Knedii a1 corps to model the English 
concentration camps and devise a sys­ 
tem whereby the maimed and seriously 
wounded soldiers could bring them­ 
selves back to normal as near as their 
condition would allow, how best to 
handle themselves 
and 
make 
them 
selves Into useful citizens again. There 
was rnudh mow wink than there were 
men to do it, be said, and he often 
had to invent appliances and make 
them himself. 
About forty per cent of the men 
sent lo the concentration camps usu 
ally are returned to the front, Dr. Mc­ 
Kenzie explained, thirty per cent are 
unfit for further army service, and tile 
remaining thirty per cent, needed at 
iiome, are trained iu some useful trade. 
Dr. McKenzie declared there Is no 
doubt In the English mind now that 
the big drive is on. 
At the beginning 
cf the war England labored under a 
grreat handicap in that she was not 
prepared to care for the great number 
of wounded 
men 
suddenly dropped 
upon her. 
Now, however, the concen­ 
tration camp system has been develop­ 
ed to, -rn A a point that England is 
ready to handle practically any num 
ber of wounded and Incapacitated sol 
diets. 
The feature of his work in the con 
(filtration camps whic h made the most 
Impression on Dr McKenzie was the 
condition of the poison gas victims 
brought in for treatment. “It is horrl 
hie.*’ he said. 
“One of the most hor 
lible deaths imaginable, and there la 
do means of alleviating the suffering 
or preventing the death of those who 
have Inhaled the fumes. 
“In many cases It takes a wpek for 
the poison gas to kill Its victim," he 
declared 
“The effects In some ways 
are similar to those In casta of drowu 
log 
imagine diownlng for a weak! 
“The English attitude toward the 
war now,” continued Dr. McKenzie, 
•'seems to be one In which each and 
every Englishman slowly is getting 
madder and madder. 
The country is 
thoroughly aroused to the situation 
and they are determined to go through 
with the conflict at any cost.* 


President Wants Thorough Investiga­ 


tion of Both Foreign and Domestic 


Trade by Federal Bodies. 


Baltimore, Sept. 26.—President Wil­ 
son, speaking 
before 
the 
National 
Grain Dealers’ association convention, 
upheld his tariff policy, defended the 
federal receive act and the shipping 
bill and declared that if its business 
is properly conducted America has an 
unexcelled iuture betore it. 
“I want to see America seek nut to 
exclude, but to excell," said the pr* Bi­ 
dent, discussing American trade. 
He 
spoke in support of the tariff commis 
Bion created by the last congress. 
On the tariff, the president said he 
did not fear to say that previously 
tariff laws had been founded on theo­ 
ries. 
lit' did not fear the investiga­ 
tion of the tacts by the tariff commis­ 
sion. 
He said he did not care whose 
opinion was contradicted, he wanted 
the commission thoroughly to investi­ 
gate foreign trade. 
The president said 
also 
that 
he 
wanted the federal trade commission 
to make a thorough Investigation of 
American business. 
Amid thunderous applause, he de 
d a r e d one of his thief objects had 
been to see that nothing was done 
to Interfere with the trieudly rela­ 
tions between the United States and 
Latin America. 
Mr. Wilson said at the outset that 
a political campaign seriously inter­ 
fered 
with 
consideration 
of 
public 
questions. 
He Bald lie desired his au­ 
dience to forget for the time being 
that a campaign was on. 
“ What I have cr,me to say,” he said. 
“I want to say in an atmosphere of 
calmness. 
I want to speak to you of 
the business of the world from the 
standpoint of America.” 
He said the export of grain from the 
United States was decreasing in ratio, 
adding that the agricultural acreage of 
the United States should produce at 
least twice aa much grain as et pres­ 
ent. 
“We have swung out into a new 
business era iu America,” continued 
the president. “Now our business has 
extended to the whole world. 
Our 
trade has burst Its jacket. 
We have 
realized that American business men 
did not have enough ships to carry 
their goods.” 
The 
president, 
speaking 
slowly, 
turned to a discussion of the bankhig 
system of the Untied States. 
“Only 
in very recent years,” lie said, “have 
we even studied the question. 
Not 
until the present federal reserve act 
was passed, 
(lid 
American 
bankers 
have proper facilities to carry on for­ 
eign business. 
“Not only when this war is over, 
hut now, America mint take her stand 
in Amerh an business on a scale she 
has never known before,” he said. "A 
few- years ago, American business men 
took up their morning papers with a 
degree of nervousness to see what the 
government was doing to them. 
Now 
they have no such nervousness. There 
Is no contest between proper business 
and tile government.” 
The trend of the laws in the United 
States, according to tile president, will 
be to remove “all ingenious obstruc­ 
tions" from the activities of the peo­ 
ple of tile nation. 
Speaking of the need of more ships 
for America, he said, “ We cannot lo-e 
any time in getting the means of de 
llverlng our gouda to foreign markets 
He explained the shipping hill by say 
lug that under It the government will 
seek to build up trady routes, but will 
step aside when private capital wants 
to keep up Hie business. 
“The real wealth of foreign relation 
shills," 
he 
said. “is the wealth of 
friendship and common understanding. 
There is only one tiling I h-tve ever 
been ashamed of in America, und that 
Is its timidity in fate ot foreign com 
petition. 
I know American business 
men have enough brains to compete 
with anybody.” 
The president spoke emphatically, 
and frequently slapped his right fist on 
the palm of lib left hand with a re­ 
sounding smack. 
“ My interest in American affairs,” 
he said “Is to do my ut rn st In rd* as 
Inc the Intelligence of America for 
the service of mankind.” 
As he finished the hand played the 
“Star Spangled Banner,” and Hie en­ 
tire audience stood and cheered again 
and again.
